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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: the reference to 
abrasions and internal injuries in claim 1 are not body locations but types of injuries and 
should not be included in the body location list.. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 is unclear in that it is not clear as to how the pads are removable since the 
specification did not detail as to how the pads are removable such as whether they are 
removable from the front or back surface of the interior or exterior of the fabric garment 
portions or whether the pockets contain closures or flaps to hold the pads within the 
pockets. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the spine feature must 
be canceled from the claim(s) since it is new matter. Only the "back"was originally 
disclosed No new matter should be entered. 
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Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Sessoms (US 5,388,271 in view of Ross (US 5,134,726) and McGee (US 4,089,065). 
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Sessoms discloses an upper torso shirt garment with arm portions and a plurality of 
protective pads. However, Sessoms does not disclose a lower torso padded garment 
portion. Ross discloses a padded pair of spandex undergarment pants (1). (See Ross, 
col. 2, line 24) with a plurality of internal pockets (22,25,26,30 and 31) and protective 
pads (28 and 34) for insertion within the pockets therein. (See Ross, figures 1-3; col. 2, 
lines 37-62). However, Sessoms and Ross do not specifically disclose the pant 
garments to cover the entire body of the wearer as being integral. McGee discloses 
constructing an integral padded protective garment to protect the entire body of a 
wearer from athletic activities and falls or to wear the garments as separate shirts, 
jackets or pants as desired. (See McGee, col. 3, lines 15-21 and col. 1). Accordingly it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify the garments of Sessoms and Ross to construct them in an 
integral jumpsuit form as taught by McGee since it is well known to construct garment 
components into one integral garment for ease in donning and doffing the garment and 
so that the garment is secured onto the wearer during sports activities.
